returned as cast at an election where there 
was no excitement and very little interest felt 
by the bulk of the voters. Of the nearly 
3,000 votes returned For the Act of 1872,” 
in these two wards, not 500 were cast by 
legal voters. A few of the remainder were 
voted by repeaters, but at least 2,400 unvoted 
tickets were stuffed into the boxes by those 
employed for that purpose. There was no 
poll-book kept in either ward. It is reported 
that there were no clerks appointed, and that 
the judges were not sworn. The names of 
the voters were not recorded; the tickets 
were not numbered; and there is no record 
to show that any lawful election was held in 
either ward. As conducted at those two 
polls, the election was utterly illegal and 
frandulent. The whole thing was worse 
than a farce—it was a swindle and fraud of 
the mst enormous dimensions. 
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THE NEW DESPOTISM. 

The Chicago Times approves the charter of 
1872 because it “ elevates the Common Coun- 
cil to the character and political importance 
of a Legislature.” We think this one of the 
strongest reasons why the adoption of such 
a charter should be considered a public 
calamity. 

It makes the Common Council the absolute 
Government of the city. It clothes the 
ring of that body with supreme authority 
over all branches of the City Government ; it 
confers on that body unlimited power to fix 
the taxable value of all property, and to levy 
on the same a rate of taxation as high as three 
per cent. It repeals all existing laws for the 
government of Chicago, There are but four 
officers, to be elected by the people,—the 
Mayor, City Clerk, City Attorney, and Treas- 
urer. All others are to be appointed and 
paid as.the Common Council may direct. 

It authorizes the Common Council to pro- 
vide at ita discretion the number of officers 


ot all grades for the city. It authorizes the 
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Council to fix their terms and their salaries, 
and on these points there is no limitation. 
The Mayor is reduced once more to the 
condition of acipher. He may appoint and 
he may remove, but the appointment and the 
have no force until the Council give 
their consent. Whoever, therefore, a major- 
ity of the Council may favor for an office, or 
whoever will pay the most for their approval, 
can obtain the office. They can coerce the 
Mayor inte appointing the man of the cau- 
cus’ choice. 
All experience has shown that when the 
legislative body of any Government unites 
within its powers the right of appointment, 
the distribution of patronage, the fixing of 
salaries, the creation or abolition of offices, 
the power of taxing and of making expendi- 
tures; in other words, combines the legisla- 
tive and executive authority, the legislative 
body becomes corrupt. It is impossible for 
it to be otherwise. For this reason, nearly 
every State in the Union has had to amend 
its Constitation by absolute prohibitions upon 
the Legislature exercising the power of ap- 
pointment or the distribution of any patron- 
age. The entire corruptions of Municipal 
Government in this country have been’ due 
to the unrestrained powers of the Common 
Council. 

We know what Common Councils are in 


+ Chicago. We know that men seek the place 


6f Aldermen, and, without salaries, get rich 
in the public service. How? If the Com- 
mon Council under the present charter has 
been largely dishonest and corrupt, what will 
it be when it can expend $10,000,000 a year ; 
when it can abolish and create all the city 
offices (except four) at pleasure ; when it can 
fix salaries, vote an increase of the number of 


employees; when it exercises within this city 


heretofore been sought for 6 
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to be able to do when he entered into the 
combination for carrying this charter. 
What then? ‘The Times thinks that a 
special election must be ordered. To 
begin. with, it is doubtful whether 
the: Mayor and Common Council would 
order a special election to put themselves 
out of office, if they could do so. But how 
can they order it in this case, even if they 
would ? There can only be a special election 
to fill a vacancy. But no vacancy occurs un- 
til after the term of the present city officers 
expires ; and the Mayor and Common Coun- 
cil will then have ceased to be the City Gov- 
ernment, and will have no power or author- 
ity to order a special election or perform any 
other official act. 

This is just the dilemma which we pointed 
out before the election, and which the Tunes 
deliberately and purposely suppressed. It 
had been retained to assist the Ring in car- 
rying out the frauds, and it refused to con- 
fess the real embarrassments which would re- 
sultfrom an adoption of the charter. But 
now that the election is over and the harm is 
done, it slashes around in a maudlin way to 
make some sort of a City Government con- 
sisting of thirty-six Aldermen, which no char- 
ter anthorizes before April, 1876, in order to 
bridge over the time between the expiration 
of the terms of the present officers and the 
legal election under the new charter next 
spring. This is the sheerest twaddle. The 
fact is, as we said, that, if the constitutional 
provision is operative in this case, we shall be 
without a legal Government for six months, 
with all the evils and embarrassments inci- 
dent to such a situation. 

There is some consolation in the knowledge 
that the Mayor who plotted with the Alder- 
men to carry the charter for the express and 
declared purpose of keeping hiruself in office, 
will have to goout. It serves dim right. But 
the penalty the city may have to pay to get 
rid of him under the new charter that of 
running a city without a legal Government— 
is a severe one. The only escape from this di- 
lemma is in the courts.

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THE MECKELENBERG DECLARATION. 

It would probably be unsafe to tell a Meck- 
lenberger of North Carolina that the Dec- 
laration of Independence, the centennial of 
which he will celebrate on the 20th of May, 
is a fraud; bat irreverent persons at a safe 
distance are saying so with great boldness. 
Worse than this, they are doing something 
which looks very much like proving their 
position. The question is one of great inter- 
est to students of history and of American 
politics. We therefore transfer the famous 
Declaration in full to our columns: 

Resolved, That whosoever directly or indirectly abet- 
ted, or in any way, form, or manner countenanced the 
unchartered and dangerous invasion of our rights, as 
claimed by Great Britain, is an enemy to this country, 
to America, and to the inherent and inalienable rights 
of man. 

That we, the citizens of Moecklenberg 
County, do hereby dissolve the political bonds which 
have connected us to the mother country, and hereby 
absolve ourselves from all allegiance to the British 
Crown, and adjure all political connection, contract, or 
association with that mation, who have wantonly 
trampled om our rights and liberties, and inhumanly 
shed the blood of American patriots at Lexington. 

Resolved, That we do hereby declare ourselves a free 
and independent people; are, and of right ought to 
be, 3 sovereign and self-governing association, under 
the control of mo Power other than that of 
our God and the General Government of 
the Congress ; to the maintenance of which independ- 
enee we solemnly pledge to each other our mutual co- 
operation and our lives, our fortunes and our most 
sacred honor. . 

Resolved, That, as we now acknowledge the exist- 
ence and control of no lew or legal officer, civil or mil- 
itary, within this county, we do hereby ordain and 
adopt as a rule of life all, each, and every of our for- 
mer laws—wherein, nevertheless, the Crown of Great 
Britain never can be considered as holding rights, 
privileges, immunities, or authorities therein, 

Resolved, That it is further desired that all, each, 
and every military officer in this county is hereby re- 
instated in his former commend and authority, he act- 
ing conformably to these regulations. And that every 
member present of this delegation shall henceforth be 
a civil officer, viz: A Justice of the Peace in the char- 
acter of a “committeeman,” to issue process, hear 
and determine all matters of controversy, according to 
the anid adopted laws, and to preserve peace, union, 
and harmony in said county; and to use every exer- 
tion to spread the love of country and fire of freedom 
throughout America, until a more general and organ- 
ized Government be established in this Province. 

The majority of the pointed phrases f the 
Declaration appear in this remarkable paper. 
If this is genuine, the inference is practically 
irresistible that Tuomas Jerrenson was a 
plagiarist om a gigantic scale and on one 
of the greatest occasions in the world’s 
history. This assertion is as startling 
as if we were told that Magna Charta was a 
forgery, or that the Bible was written by an 
industrious and cunning Hebrew who lived 
about 200 B. C. Yet mo native-born Meck- 
lenberger hesitates to assert this very thing, 
and the centennial celebration which is to be 
held four weeks henee at Charlotte, the 
county-seat of County, will 
doubiless lead to the reproduction of the story 
throughout the country. It is just as well to 
tell the other side of the story beforehand. 

The Mecklenberg Declaration, in its pres- 
ent form, was first published in the Raleigh 
Register of April 30, 1819. It excited great 
| interest, and was republished everywhere. 
June 22, 1819, Joun Abi sent a copy of it 
to Tuomas Juzrrensox, inclosed in a letter in 


Unless they declare, 
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Jonna took the trouble to write a2 Defense 
of the Revolutionary History of North Caro- 
lina from the Aspersions of Mr. Jerrmnsoy.” 

The interest excited by these different pub- 
lications, pro and con, induced the late Perzr 
Foroz, who was, during his long life, the 
highest authority on American history, to in- 
vestigate the subject with great care. The 
result of his researches was well-nigh fatal to 
the Mecklenberg claims. He discovered a 
set of resolutions adopted by the Commit- 
tee of Mecklenberg County May 31, not May 
20, 1775. These resolutions were published 
in the New York Journal of June 29, 1775. 
They are verbose and of the same stamp as 
many declarations put forth by colonial gath- 
erings shortly after the battle of Lexington. 
They are not a declaration of independ. 
ence. They contain none of the strik- 
ing expressions of Mr. Jzrrenson’s immortal 
paper. They smack of rebellion, but, in- 
stead of abjuring British rule, they declare 
that they are to “be in full force and virtue 
untd the legislative body of Great Britain re- 
signs its unjust and arbitrary intentions with 
respect to America.” Thus, instead of de- 
claring independence, they expressly recog- 
nize future dependence. 

It is simply incredible that the pretended 
Mecklenberg Declaration of May 20, 1775, 
and this semi-declaration of May 81 should 
both be genuine. And since the authenticity 
of the latter is not disputed, the first must 
give way. The Cincinnati C lal sug- 
gests what is doubtless the true explanation of 
the matter. ‘The resolves of May 31 ware sent to 
Congress, then sitting at Philadelphia. The 
survivors of thé Committee which adopted 
them had no copy of them when, in 1819, 
they tried to reproduce them for publication. 
They fell into a natural error. The real Dec- 
laration of Independence was wrought into 
the memory of every survivor of that time. 
The old men confused their recollections. of 
the two papers, and so produced a compound 
of both, which was true to neither. A slight 
mistake in the date, after the lapse of forty- 
four years, was inevitable. It is only strange 
that the mistake was not greater. This ex- 
planation ought to hurt nobody's feelings. 
It diminishes, but by no means destroys, the 
credit due to the Mecklenbergers of 1775, 
and preserves unimpaired the name and fame 
of Tuomas JErrenson. 


THE INDIAN QUESTION IN KANSAS. 

The Indian question in Kansas has brought 
on a semi-official contest between the State 
authorities and the United States Indian 
Agency. Gov. Ospoan recently addressed 
a letter to the Secretary of the Interior, in 
which he charged Indian Superintendent 
Hoe with unwarrantable interference with 
State legislation, and with using his official 
position to defeat appropriations for the 
proper administration of the State Govern- 
ment. The charge was based upon informa- 
tion furnished by Superintendent Hod to 
Mr. Rozsmson, a State Senator, which the 
latter caused to be published and used for 
securing the defeat of a bill appropriating 
$40,000 for maintaining militia to operate 
againstthe Indians on the border. Superin- 
tendent Hoaa has now addressed a letter to 
the Secretary, in which he explains his part 
in the affair, and defends himself from Gos. 
Ossony'’s practical demand that he shall be 
removed. | 

The whole controversy turns upon a differ- 
ence that bas arisen between the National 
Administration and the dominant party of 
the State relative to the Indian peace-policy. 
Superintendent Hoa says: 

The last Republican State Convention “Resolved, 
That the present peace-policy of dealing with the In- 
dians has failed to afford adequate protection to the 
frontier settlers, and we are in favor of transferring 
the Indian Bureau to the control of the War Depart- 
ment.” Every sentiment in reference to the Indians, at 
variance with this State platform of the party, has been 
suppressed from publication, by most of the newspa- 
pers of the State, although this same policy, through 
its workings, thus repudiated by the State, has 
tended largely to advance its settlement and increase 


, its wealth. It has caused the peaceful removal of the 
tribes to the Indian Territory. Those removed em- 


same to actual settlers. It has defeated a like treaty 
with the Eaw Indians, securing their lands also to set- 
tlers. Its constant labor has been to educate and en- 
lighten the Indian youth, and promote industry and 
self-eupport among adults, and keep peace between the 
Indians and citizens. And there has been great ad- 
vancement in this service. 

This makes up the issue. Since the Repub- 
lican party managers in Kansas have taken a 
position adverse to the peace-policy, Mr. Hoaa 
says that it has been impossible to have the 
other side fairly represented. It was on this 
account, as he alleges, ‘that State Senator 
Ronson requested him to furnish the facts 
concerning the Osage troubles, so that they 
might be used to determine in some measure 
the necessity for the proposed militia appro- 
priation.

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EXPATRIATING THE COLORED RACE.

The indictment preferred against the negro 
is: That he is and has béen the cause ‘of 
trouble in the United States; that he is unfit 
for the exercise of political rights; that he is 
naturally indolent, improvident, and shiftless ; 
that he lives in the present, taking no care 
for the future; that he is deficient in moral 
intelligence, and that he will steal to the ex- 
tent that it is impossible to raise crops of food 
in the Southern States, the negroes stealing 
in their incipient life the growing corn, the 
sucking pig, the sprouting vegetable, and the 
new-laid egg, as well as the fledgeling chicken. 
He is accused further of refusing to labor for 
the white race, while preying on them, and 
refusing to work for his own support, acta- 
ally sustaining himself as a pauper and as a 
thief. His removal to a land where he can 
subsist without labor is demanded as a bless- 
ing to the negro, and as an act of justice to 
the white race. 

This indictment is worth examining. It is 
conceded that the negro, in slavery, worked 
under the coercive inducement of the lash ; 
but he produced no more than enough to es- 
cape the lash. In this the negro was no ex- 
ception. Deprived of the product of his 
labor, he performed no more labor than he 
could avoid ; and he felt no moral objection 
to appropriating whatever article of food he 
might be able to lay his hands on. He 
emerged from slavery withont lands, tools, 
money, live stock, or even habitation. The 
colored people were homeless wanderers. 
They have been for ten years getting a pre- 
carious living by labor. They now work for 
wages, and must accept such wages as are 
offered them; they have no second choice, 
and they cannot work on their own account. 
That many of them are idle, and shiftless, 
and improvident, may be true; that had been 
their natural condition under the system of 
slavery. They were an imitative people. 
They saw the whites idle, shiftless, and im- 
provident; they imitated the superior 
race,” except when actually under the lash. 
Nevertheless, they did nearly all the work 
when they were slaves, and they have done 
nearly all the work of the South since then. 


What are the whites doing in the way of 
labor? Except that they no longer carry the 
whip, they have made but little progress to- 
wards industrial labor. The blacks are less 
than one-third of the whole population of 
the former slave States. The blacks in the 
Northern States, where they are surrounded 


by a white population which labors for its 


support, are industrious, and laborious, and 
self-supporting. If they are not so at 
the South, is it not due to the 
fact that their white neighbors do not 
labor any more now than formerly, and 
persist in making labor a sign of degradation? 
The old story was that no white man could 
work alongside of a slave without personal 
degradation. But there are no slaves now, 
and the man who cannot afford to hire labor 
refuses to work for himself, railing at the 
changed condition of affairs from the time 
when, with pistol and horsewhip, he eould 
compel the negroes to work in his fields for 
him. Who is to perform the labor when the 
negroes areexpatriated ? Mr. ALAN Mur- 
nay thinks laborers will come in from other 
countries to take the places of the blacks, for- 
getting that when white laborers go to the, 
South they will go there as owners and pro- 
prietors, and not as substitutes for slaves.

RUSSIA. 
SCHUYLER’s REPORT RELATIVE TO TURKESTAN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieaco (ribune. 

Wasutneron, D. C., April 25.—Private informa- 
tion received from St. Petersburg presents a new 
phase of the excitement caused by the publica- 
tion of the report of Mr. Schuyler, United States 
Secretary of Legation at St. Petersburg, relative 
to Turkestan. According to this information, 
the dispatch of Mr. Schuyler, which commented 
80 severely upon certain Russian officials in 
Turkestan, did noticreate an unpleasant feeling 
in the Cabinet at St. Petersburg. On the con- 
trary, it is stated that the Government of the 
Ozar was well pleased to have obtamed from a 
person so competent and so friendly to Russia 
as Mr. Seuylcr. so elaborateand faitnful a report 
upon the administration in Turkestan. Apart 
from the detailed criticisms, which have 
reference only to certain individuals, the dispatch 
of Mr. Schayler contains appreciative comments 
of a general character, which it was certainly 
very pleasaut for the Cabinet at St. Petersburg 
to see produced in a public, official form. This 
is especially true of the passages in which Mr. 
Schuyler shows that the efforts of Russia to 
civilize and pacify Central Asia are para/yzed by 
jealousies and deflant opposition, which Eugland 
as encouraged in the native population of 
Turkestan. indoed, it is very frequently said 
that, if Mr. Schuyler had asked Prince Gorts- 
chakoff to indicate that portion of the Russian 
policy towards the Orient most worthy of com- 
mendation, be could not have been better 
served. The dispatch of Mr. Schuyler, moreover, 
was not of an official character, aod only iaci- 
dentally came to the knowledge of the Depart- 
ment of State. Mr. Schuyler’s dispatch was ad- 
dreesed privately to Gov. Jewell, then Minister 
to St. Petersburg, who transmitted it to the 
State Department. The whole excitement about 
this Schuyler matter originated in a ag | bitter 
personal controversy between several Russian 
journals, notably the Vow and the Monde Russe, 
in which Gen. Tschermaieff and Gen. Heines, 
who bave served in Turkestan, personally par- 
ticipsted.

The venerable Alanson P. St. John, one of the 
best known of North River steamboat men, 
shot himself through the brain yesterday, 
while on board the Albany steamer Bt.

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A few weeks ago, when it became apparent 
that Cook County was soon to have a new hos- 
pital, John Jones, of the Hospital Committee, 
wrote to John M. Woodworth, Supervising Sur- 
geon-General of the Marine Hospital Service, 
asking him, as a recognized authority upon the 
subject, to furnish the Committee with a state- 
ment of the essentials of a general hospital. 
Surgeon Woodworth's elaborate and interesting 
reply is as follows: 

PRIMARY OBJECT OF HOSPITALS. 

Hospitals are established primarily to facili- 
tate the recovery of sick and disabled But 
while this is the firat and fundamental principle, 
to the enforcement of which all others should be 
subservient, thé essential reason for the ezist- 
ence of a hospital, as such, is the aggregation of 
patients under such conditions as that a relative- 
ly small number of medical attendants and nurses 
may suffice for their treatment and care. 

EVILS OF BADLY-CONSTRUCTED HOSPITALS. 

With this aggregation of patients, however, 
come certain evils, which if not met and counter- 
acted in the mode of construction and in the gen- 
eral admivistration of the hospital, frustrate the 
primary object, and even become the cause of 
other and graver disease, and of à consequently 
increased percentage of mortality. 

The causes which render a badly constructed 
hospital unbealthful are due to those natural in- 
fluen ces which are continually at work in the 
body suffering from disease to restore it to its 
normal condition of health. The lungs and skin 
are two great channels through which constantly 
escape from the system, even in health, the most 
deleterious or poisonous elements. In diseace, 
these emanations become more actively and 
even specifically poisonous; hence, a number of 
patients congregated in a common ward generate 
@ miiem which accumulates, if not rapidly re- 
moved by adequate ventilation, until every 
part of the room is pervaded, and after 
a longer or shorter period, depending 
upon the persistency and degree of cumt- 
lation, the floor, walls, farniture, and bedding of 
the ward become saturated with a miasm, which 
is capable of poisoning a large percentage of 
those who are exposed to ite influence. 

The phases of hospital disease produced by 
hospital miasm vary under the different condi- 
tions of the victims exposed toit. Thus one is 
attacked with erysipelas; anocher with pywmia, 
or With gangrene, or with puerperal! fever, etc. 
While wounded or suppuraiiog surfaces appear 
to furnish the conditions most favorable to the 
reception and activity of the poison, it cannot 
be dounted that most diseases are aggravated by 
its influence, although the patients may not show 
the characteristic evidences of it. These evils 
obtain in nearly all old hospitals. 

lt is useless for the surgeon to battle against 
them with disinfectants. The plastering and 
floors should be removed and replaced by new 
material, and, if the zymotic diseases still con- 
tinne to apvear, the only remedy is the destruc- 
tion of the building. I had the honor to recom- 
mend, in my first annual report ef the United 
States Marine-Hospital Service, the building of 
hospitals op the pavilion pian, and constructed 
with a view to being destroyed after sbout ten 
years’ use, thus securing a minimum outlay, 
with the most advantageous provision for the 
hospital treatment of the sick. This plan has 
been — | the Government, so far as the 
Marine-Hospi Service is concerned, and a 
large marine hospital is now being built at San 
Francisco, to which I shall bave occasion to re- 
fer in the following discussion of 

HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION, 
asa prerequisite to which, the selection of 4 
suitable location is important. A hospital de- 
signed for the treatment of acute diseases should 
be 80 located as to be easily accessible. The site 
should be free ‘from nuisances of every kind, 
abundantly supplied with pure, fresh water, euf- 
ficiently elevated to insure good surface and sub 
soil drainage, and isolated to an extent sufficient 
to give the grounds the necessary exposure to 
currents of air. 
BASIS OF HOSPITAL ARRANGEMENT. 

The hospital proper should consist of pavil- 
ions, or separate detached buildings, one story in 
height preferable, of simple architectural de- 
sigu., The only strictly permapent parte of a 
hospital should be the executive building, kitch- 
ev, laundry, and engine-house. 

The old magnificent hospitals of the past, it is 
believed, have “ had their day, and it ia hoped 
that their repetition will soon be abandoned for 
the simple pavilion or cottage, of definite exist- 
ence.

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BATHS AND WASH-ROOMS, AND WATER-CLOSETS. 
These sbould be ned from the ward

a door fitted to swing both ways, and w 
should always remain closed when not in use, 
The basins with sypbon-traps should be well 
supplied with water, and arranged with close- 
fitting covers, and a steam-pipe opening within 
the inciosure to enable the basin to be disin- 
fected from time to time by steam. The sink 
for ward slops, ete., should be in the same 
apartmeut with the water-closets. The water 
system for closets, although attended with 
many disadvantages, is believed to be prefer- 
able m large hospitals, provided the 
sewerage is good and the drain properly ven- 
tilated. The latter can be accomplished by 
carrying the soil-pipe, full size, through the roof 
and leaving it open for the escape of al) gases, 
READING AND SMOKING ROOM. 

It is desirable to have a room connected with 
each male ward where the patients who are well 
enough to leave their beds caa sit during the day 
to read and smoke. 

NURSES’ ROOMS. 

The nuxses’ room should be placed near the 
entrance to the ward, and provided with a win- 
dow which commands a view of its entire length. 
By this means the supervision by the nurse is 
made easy aud more effectual, which is quite 
essential to the proper care of the sick. Patients 
are often saved from serious mischances by the 
timely interference of the nurse, so that the im- 
portance of this is obvious. 

Notwithstanding a general dining-room may 
be provided, it is desirable that there should be 
@ room connected with each ward for this pur- 
pose, which should be supplied with a small 
range for special-diet cooking, preparing fer- 
mentaiions, etc. 

MATERIALS FOR FLOORS. 

Hospital floors should be made of a compact, 
close-grained wood, such as cherry, oak, or 
and with the jotuts filled with shite lead in oi 
to insure an unpervious surface. itis impor- 
tant to fill the pores of the wood to prevent the 
floor from absorbing or holding water. 
may be accomplished by ‘laying on with a brush 
either paraffine dissolved im one of the cheap 
hydrocarbon oils, or boiled linseed oil, or bees- 
wax. The old custom of serubbing or scouring 
the ward floors should be abolish 

WALLS AND CEILINGS. 

Scarcely less than the floors, the walls and 
ceilings of a hospital 22 ® smooth, hard, 
and, as nearly as possible, non-absorbent sur- 
face. That plastered walls absorb organic 
effiuvia, and @ poisonous to the occu- 
pants of the building, abundant examples 
prove. The Jews, the earliest sani 
understood this subject, and applied 
a practical remedy. They scraped 
the walle and carried dust “without the 
city into an unclean place (Lev., Av., 39-45), 
and whea thie did not suffice, ‘| tore down 
their stone houses and disposed of the stones, 
mortar, and timber in the same way, Walls of 
Parian cement are ed and used 
abroad, but the cement, from ite hardness, is 
liable to crack when applied to lathed walls 
and ceilings.

Pine, 
covered with several coats of shellac varnish, 
answers the purpose well, and is 
LIGHT, HEAT, AND VENTILATION, 
The windows of a ward should be 

each other, and arranged at such intervais that 
not more than two beds need be placed between 
any two of them. Such an arrangement affords 
abundant light, which is as necessary for man as 
for plants, and, in addition to its sanative 
effects, enables the patients to read 
in bed, thus affordi healthy exercise 
to their minds,—an em oruhy of en- 
couragement as a sanitary measure. In the plan 
of the San Francisco Marine - Hospital the win- 
dows are 3 feet wide, 7 feet apart, and come 
within 3 feet of the floor.
